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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. As regards the invention recited in independent claims 1 and 8, the 
combination recited in the claim is novel and unobvious. While the prior art, such 
as Jansohn (6,186,775) and Dobbeling (6,102,692), disclose many of the 
claimed limitations including the swirl generator and mixing zone, but not all. Of 
particular interest is the recitation of the contour and structure thereof. Knoepfel 
(2007/0259296) shows all of the claimed limitations of at least claim 1, but 
applicant's invention predates that of Knoepfel, which therefore does not 
constitute prior art. Naturally the allowability of the limitation in and of itself is not 
at issue. Nevertheless, in combination with the remainder of the elements 
recited in the claim, the claimed subject matter is allowable. The prior art of 
record does not anticipate, nor make obvious, the claimed invention, alone or in 
combination therewith.
